assistance from Ottawa, the 
Glenbow Foundation and 
local people in their search 
for written materials, audio- 
visual tapes, photographs 
and reproductions of old pho- 
tographs, which would be 
suitable for inclusion in a

They are working on one 
basic unit, but at present

Objectives are threefold:

Royal Canadian Mounted Po- 
lice in the opening of the 
area for settlemtn and the 
development ofthe Province; 
and to enable teachers and 
students to readily and fre- 
quently enrich their regular 
classroom programs, parti- 
cularly in the area of Social 
Studies dealing with Al- 
berta’s history, the history 
of the Force, and the present 
day role of the Force, 

Researching the history 
includes doing interviews 
with veteran members of 
the force, sending question- 
naires to various libraries 
and resource centres, and 
writing letters to many in- 
dividual and collective sour- 
ces, A major part of the 
work is codifying and filing 
all of the material, 

All aspects of present day 
police work are also being 
included, such as Police Ser- 
vice Dogs, White-collar Cr- 
ime, Crime Detection Labs,, 
Northern work, the Marine 
and Air Divisions, C.LB 
and Drug control.

Regulate Developer’s 


The Editor: 

A great number of citizens 
are depending on their elec- 
ted M.P.’s to solve most of 
societies problems, Twenty 
thousand people in St, Albert 
will be depending on one 
elected member in Edmonton 
West to do something about 
problems such as inflation, 
excessive profiteering and 
consumer gouging, Can one 
man possibly do anything 
about these problems? Evi- 
dence proves this quite un- 
likely, It is quite likely 
though, that a lot of ourpre- 
sent day problems remain 
unsolved because too many 
people depend on too few 
individuals to solve too many 
problems, A partial solution 
or a start to a solution of 
our problems should there- 
fore be sought for on a local 
level, The citizens of St. Al- 
bert have just been present- 
ed with an excellent oppor- 
tunity to do something about 
one of societies problems, 
mainly excessive profiteer- 
ing. 

Our town council has re- 
ceived a development pro- 
posal to subdivide 1728 acres 
of land northeast of St, Al- 
bert. When this subdivision 
is approved and completed 
it will result in the average 
working man paying from 
$16,000,00 to $20,000, 00 for 
a building lot. It will also 
result in a profit of between 
250 per cent and 300 per 
cent for the developer. Could 
one consider this to be ex- 
cessive profiteering? Most 
developers would claim that 
profits cannot be regulated 
in a free enterprise system, 
why not? 

Before town council app- 
roves this subdivision the 
developer should meet cer- 
tain conditions which town 
council would have the right 
to impose,

Profits 


1) The developer should 
disclose the purchase price 
of the land, including cost of 
interest on borrowed money, 
overheads and all associat- 
ed costs for the duration of 
ownership, 

2) To the first condition 
add a reasonable compensa- 
tion (perhaps 15 per cent 
per annum) for the risks 
involved. 

3) These two conditions 
would establish a fair value 
on the land, 

The Developer should then 
be prepared to subdivide the 
land according to further 
conditions set out by town 
council, 

1) The Town will pay the 
developer established value 
for land dedicated for parks, 
roadways and services, 

2) The developer will put 
in all the required services, 
roads, sidewalks, and parks 
on a competitive tender ba- 
sis. 

3) The Town will allow the 
developer a reasonable pro- 
fit of 15 per cent - 20 per 
cent over cost for co-ordin- 
ating the required contrac- 
tors to carry out the necess- 
ary subdivision work, 

4) Allow the developer a 
reasonable real estate fee 
of 10 per cent for putting 
the lots on market. 

5) The original cost of 
the land plus all associated 
costs and profits divided 
over approximately 5,000 
building lots would place the 
cost of a single lot at $4,000 
- $6,000, 00, 

6) Finally the Town’s cost 
of purchasing the land for 
parks and roadways could be 
equally distributed accord- 
ing to the number of lots and 
recovered from the buyer. 
This cost would be in the 
vicinity of $2,800 to $3,500, 
Prospective citizens of St, 
Albert could purchase a 
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building lot at a maximum 
cost of $9,000 and we will 
have partially aided in solv- 
ing a national problem of 
spiralling land costs,

The Editor: 

I would like to thank the 
citizens of St, Albert for 
the excellent co-operation 
shown by them during the 
recent water problems en- 
countered by the Town, It 
was almost 100 per cent. 

As I have already explain- 
ed to a number of people, 
the water shortage was a 
particular embarrassment 
to me due to a new two- 
millfon-gallon reservoir 
which was supposed to be 
filled and on stream in May 
of this year, To my chagrin, 
I found this was not the case 
when the actual water pro- 
blem was brought to my 
attention, The water short- 
age, in my estimation, should 
not have happened in the 
manner or intensity it did. 

In February of 1972, the 
Town received an interim 
report from consultants res- 
pecting steps to be taken 
regarding water supply. The 
recommendations as pre- 
sented for the 1973 water 
supply were implemented. 
April 30, 1972 Committee 
of Council discussed a draft 
report and approved it in 
principle, July 17, 1973 by 
letter of transmittal the fin- 
al report entitled ‘‘St, Al- 
bert Water System Study’’ 
was received by the Town, 
Most of the recommenda- 
tions received were approv- 
ed by the Town with the re- 
mainder to be implemented 


over 2 period of time. 

The two items of major 
concern to the people of St. 
Albert are: 

1, Construction of an add- 
itional two-million-gallon 
reservoir for 1974, This has 
been completed and, I might 
add, is filled, 

2, The construction of a 
second water line from Ed- 
monton by spring of 1975, 
Negotiations are underway 
for the construction of this 
line, 

The water system study 
is available for perusal at 
the St, Albert Library, Town 
Hall, and all Council mem- 
bers have copies. 

While the Town is still 
maintaining the outside 
water restrictions, I assure 
you the reservoirs are filled 
to capacity and in all pro- 
bability will remain that way, 

I also thank the Edmon- 
ton news media for the ass- 
istance they gave the Town 
during the water shortage as 
they helped in every manner 
they could when contacted, 

If any person has doubts 
about the Town’s ability to 
supply water because of con- 
tacts with one of the few 
prophets of doom in the 
Town, I ask you to consult 
the water system study or 
contact myself,

Allarco annexation 
approved by L.A.B. 


The Gazette received the board order Tuesday from 
the Local Authorities Board approving Allarco’s appli- 
cation of four quarters of land to the North-East 
boundaries, 


The board order in brief outlined the reasons for the 
approval of the annexation; and we quote: 


1) The lands are suitable and desirable for residential 
development having been adopted for this purpose by 
the Edmonton Regional Planning Commission; The 
Town of St, Albert and the MD of Sturgeon and the 
Planning Commission have agreed to this concept 
for the past 17 years and still do. 


2) The lands can be serviced economically by: (a) the 
Town’s new sewer trunk, (b) the Town’s expanded 
water supply facilities, (¢) Storm water drainage 
into the Sturgeon River, (4) the Town’s expanded 
sewage treatment facilities, (e) extensions to exist- 
ing utility service lines, 


Allarco submitted a conceptual outline plan for the 
annexation area to the Town Council in December 1970 
and received approval thereto in principle, 


Allarco agreed to supply school sites to the boards at 
no cost pending approval of a development agreement 
with the town, 


The Town informed Allarco and the L, A,B, at the hear- 
ing on February 12 and 13, 1973 that they expected 
problems in meeting water supply demands when they 
reached a population figure over 17,000, (Today’s 
population figure is 19,418), 


The City of Edmonton also expects that in 1974/75 
it will have difficulty in maintaining adequate water 
supplies for contracting municipalities such as St, Albert - 
until its new south-west water treatment (Terwilliger) 
plant comes into operation, 


In opposing the annexation the Town submitted at the 
hearing on February 12 and 13, 1973 that there were 811 
vaeant serviced lots and 1,300 acres undeveloped land 
supply at December 31, 1972 and these would be equivalent 
to an 11 year’s supply for the Town, The order states 
“this, to the Board, seems an inadequate long range 
supply of land for residential development.’’ 


The lengthy statement of the Local Authorities Board's 
reasoning in supporting the annexation runs to 6 and 
one-half closely typed foolscap pages. 


It comes after 16 months of deliberation and {s effective 
January 1st, 1975, 


The Town and M.D, Sturgeon have no appeal on the 
annexation order but St, Albert can exercise control 
by refusing a developer’s agreement until they are 
prepared to have the area developed, MLA Ernie Jamison 
told the Gazette yesterday.

St. Martin family reunion honours original pioneers 
on 75th Anniversary 


Members of the immediate famfly of Joseph St, Martin, who were able to be present 
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at the family reunion of the occasion of the 75th anniversary of the arrival in Legal 
of Joseph’s parents: Ben St, Martin, Marguerite (St, Martin) Baert, Lucien St, Martin, 
Bernadette (St, Martin) Vaugeois and Leon St, Martin, 


Over 100 members of the 
St, Martin family gathered 
in Legal over the July 1st 
weekend for a reunion and 
celebration marking the 75th 
anniversary of the arrival 
of the first St, Martins at 
the homestead in March of 
1899, Official hostess for the 
occasion was the second 
daughter of Mr, Leon St, 
Martin, Mrs, Marcel (Lor- 
raine) Kremer 

A barbecue was held at 
the farm Saturday evening 
when family members from 
Quebec, Fort St. John, Na~- 
naimo, Calgary, Clyde, 
Whitecourt, Grande Prair- 
ie, Edmonton, Sherwood 
Park and St, Albert had a 
wonderful time getting re- 
acquainted and catching up 
on family news, 

At a special mass Sunday 
morning Father Bissonnette 
recognized the pioneer fam- 
to the life of the Legal com- 
munity, In his thoughtful and 
moving remarks he spoke 
of the meaning of freedom, 
so precious to the early sett- 
lers, and wondered if the 
pace of living now has robb- 
ed Canadians of the freedom 
of time to visit neighbors 
and enjoy them, as they did 
in pioneer days, 

A banquet for 110 mem- 
bers of the family was held 
in the community hall Sun- 
day evening when Marcel 
Kremer was master of cer- 
emonies and grace was said 
by Robert Dupont of Edmon- 
ton, great grandson of Mar- 
guerite St, Martin, Pauline 
Vaugeois, daughter of Mrs, 
Maurice Vaugeois, (nee Ber- 
nadette St, Martin), gave an 
account of the history of the 
family, on which she has done 
considerable research, 
“These ancestors,’’ she 
said, ‘‘who so courageously 
adapted their lives to this 
country, who made sacrifi- 
ces and refused to give up, 
have left us a heritage to be 
proud of, and from this heri- 
tage we have been inspired 
to follow challenges and ad- 
ventures, ’’ 

‘Regardless of the lan- 
guage we speak, where we 
live, what type of work we 
do, we are all descendants 
of exceptional pioneers,’’ 
she concluded, “‘It is to be 
hoped that we honour this 
heritage with deference and 
take pride in belonging to 
this wonderful family,’ 

Donald Vaugeois and his 
friends entertained with 


their band during the even- 
ing. 

The story of the St, Mar- 
tins in Legal goes back to 
Montpellier, near Marseill- 
es in southern France in the 
year 1887 when a couple 
made the big decision to 
emmigrate to Argentina, 
Jean Calage, a widower with 
four children and his second 
wife, Marguerite Faux, who 
was the widow of Jean St, 
Martin, I, and had two sons, 
Jean and Joseph St, Martin, 
settled on a farm near Bue- 
nos Aires which was to be 
their home for 10 years, 
During this time four child- 
ren were born, and life was 
made very difficult by aser- 
ies of bad years, with poor 
crops and hordes of grass- 
hoppers, They were per- 
suaded by Canadian miss- 
ionaries to emmigrate once 
more - to Canada, leaving 
behind the two oldest child- 
ren of Jean Calage, Pierre 
and Leontine, who had both 
married, Lucien, oldest 
child of the second marr- 
iage, died in South America, 

The couple and their other 
eight children journeyed by 
boat to New York, where all 
were vaccinated for small 
pox, and then by train to 
the territories, Due to in- 
fection from the vaccination 
one girl suffered a sever- 
ely scarred arm, one be- 
came deaf and one was to 
die, 

After the treck north the 
family were harboured in 
Strathcona House in what 
is now South Edmonton, 
where all immigrants were 
cleared for the area, Here 
they were befriended by Mr, 
Mathias Steffes, a German 
immigrant who had a smatt- 
ering of French, for the 
family from Argentinaspoke 
only Spanish and French, He 
assisted them with procur- 
ring provisions and infor- 
mation, 

In later February of that 
year, 1899, Jean Calage and 
his stepson Joseph St, Mar- 
tin, walked north some 45 
miles where new homesteads 
were available, They were 
accompanied by August Tie- 
ulie, passing through St, Al- 
bert mission and the Morin- 
ville settlement, They chose 
their farms in what was to 
become Legal area, where 
there was only one other 
homestead, that of Theodore 
Gelot and Eugene Menard, 
The family was brought from 


Strathcona House to stay with 
Menard’s while the imme- 
diate pressing need for shel- 
ter was looked after, A sod 
and log cabin was construc- 
ted, half of it underground 
for warmth and protection, 
There was still ice on the 
river when this rude shelter 
was built, and little Jose- 
phine was ill, 

A picture of increditable 
hardship emerges for the 
present descendants ofthose 
determined and brave pion- 
eers as they turned to work, 
a lonely little band on a vast 
expanse of prairie to getting 
that first and all important 
crop aid™~garden in, Their 
great grandparents, Jean 
Calage and his wife Mar- 
guerite (St, Martin) had the 
responsibility for the 10 
people in the sod shack: Jean 
and Joseph St, Martin, child- 
ren of Marguerite’s first 
marraige; Eugenie, a widow 
with her daughter Josephine, 
and Martha, daughters of 
Jean’s first marriage, and 
Berthe, Marie Jeanne and 
Josephine, children of their 
own marriage, 

In May, Josephine Calage 
died and services were held 
in St, Jean Baptiste Church 
in Morinville, where she was 
interred, Joseph St, Martin 
and Marthe Calage, whose 
marriage had been pledged 
by their parents, both got 
jobs at Youville Home and 
worked there until Joseph 
had enough money for a horse 
and Marthe had enough to 
buy a cow, With these val- 
uable assets the couple could 
start, and they were married 
in 1902 by a visiting miss- 
ionary priest in Legal, 

A English family came to 
homestead nearby and while 
they spoke no French and 
the Calages and St, Martins 
spoke no English, they were 
wonderful neighbors, never 
failing to stop for a visit 
while passing each other’s 
homes, and never failing to 
offer a helping hand when 
needed, 

When Joseph and Marthe 
began to raise a family, Jo- 
seph sent over to France 
for teachers to come and 
instruct his children, whom 
he was determined would 
receive an education in the 
sparsely settled new land, 

Over the years the com- 
munity grew and one Mon- 
seigneur Legal visited the 
area for baptisms, church 
and funeral services and 
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ministry to the pioneer sett- 
lers, He would become 
Bishop Legal and the village 
would take his name. 

The homestead remained 
in Joseph St, Martin family, 
passing first to his son Leon 
and then to Leon’s son Jac- 
ques, who is farming it pre- 
sently, None of the original 
buildings are left, however, 
Leon served his community 
as mayor and his brother 
Ben was postmaster for 
many years, They were the 
only two of the family who 
have continued to make their 
home in Legal. - 

Eleven children were born 
to Joseph and Marthe St, 
Martin and it was they and 
their families who met to- 
gether 75 years after the 
beginnings of the family’s 
life in Legal to honour the 
brave immigrants who built 
a new life which brought 
new opportunities and chall- 
enges for their descendents, 

They were Marie Margue- 
rite (Mrs, Jules Baert), who 
has six children, six grand- 
children and three great 
grandchildren and lives in 
Edmonton; Jean-Baptiste 
who married Kathleen Stack 


and has six children, 23 
grandchildren and three 
great grandchildren, and who 
died in 1966; Marie Antoin- 
ette (Mrs, Albert Lachance) 
of Edmonton who has four 
children and nine grand- 
children; Lucien, who marr- 
ied June Labine and has six 
children and 18 grandchild- 
ren and lives in Edmonton; 
Louis, who married Eglan- 
tine Sequin and has three 
children and eight grand- 
children, in Edmonton; Mar- 
ie Rose who died in i942, 
not married; Leon, who mar- 
ried Ethel Wickey and has 
five children and 13 grand- 
children and lives in Legal; 
Benoit, married to Marie- 
Ange Meunier, with five chil- 
dren and in Legal; Berna- 
dette (Mrs, Maurice Vauge- 
ois) with eight children and 
nine grandchildren, in St, 
Albert; and Blanche (Mrs, 
Elphege Bedard) who has 
eight children and 11 grand- 
children and lives in Abbots- 
ford, B,C. The 11th child, 
Marie Ange, died as an in- 
fant, 

Joseph’s brother Jean St, 
Martin returned to France, 
His widowed step sister Eu- 


genie married Edmond Vall- 
ee of Beaumont, and from 
this union came four child- 
ren, 24 grandchildren and 
32 great grandchildren, Ber- 
the Calage married Benoit 
Baert and settled in Vimy, 
having six children, six 
grandchildren and three 
great grandchildren, Thetwo 
remaining members of the 
original 10 in the sod shack 
were Marie Jeanne who had 
no children and Josephine 
who died at age three, 

If Jean and Marguerite 
Calage could have looked on 
at the happy gathering of 
their family three-quarters 
of a century after they staked 
their virgin homestead in 
the territories, they would 
have learned that from the 
sacrifice, hardships and the 
vision they brought to the 
little sod shack. with its 10 
inhabitants, families numb- 
ering 222 persons have 
grown and prospered, Men 
and women who continue to 
build strong family ties, hold 
to their faith and work to give 
their children opportunities 
and challenges, much wider 
than their great grandpar- 
ents could have imagined.
